The 
Constitution of the United States 
provides that the Presidential elec- 
tors shall meet in their respective 
States and vote by ballot for Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. The Presi- 
dent of the Senate opens the certifi- 
cates of the electors and the votes 
are counted, the person having the 
greatest number of votes for Presi- 
dent is declared President if such 
number be a majority of the whole 
number of electors appointed. 

If no person has such majority 
then from the persons having the 
highest number, not exceeding three 
of the list of those voted for as Pres. 
ident, the House of Representatives 
Shall choose immediately by ballot 
the President. 

In 1801 the House elected a Prest- 
dent and tn 1825 another. In 1837 
the Senate elected a Vice-President. 

In choosing the . President the 
votes in the House shall be taken 
by States, the representations from 
each State having one vote: a 
quorum for this purpose shall con- 
sist of a member or members from 
two-thirds of the States and a ma- 
jority of all the States shall be nec- 
essary to a choice. 

If the House of Representatives 
should not choose a President when 
the right of choice shall devolve up- 
on it before the 4th day of March, 
next, then the Vice-President shall 
act as President. The Senate elects 
the Vice-President in the case of 
dispute. 

A list of the names of all the can- 
didates for Président and Vice-Presi- 
dent with the number—of votes for 
each is made by every Electoral Col- 
lege. Every member of the college 
signs and certifies the list, which is 
authenticated by the Governor of 
the State and then forwarded to the 
President of the United States. The 
electoral votes are opened and 
counted on the second Wednesday 
in February in the presence of mem- 
bers of both branches of Congress. 
The result is announced by the 
President of the Senate. 

These various steps will be taken 
in the case of the returns this year. 
In the event there is no election the 
Senate would proceed to elect a 
Vice-President and the House 4 
President.

So close is the contest between 
Hughes and Wilson that each party 
is putting forth warnings against the 
danger of the rival candidate being 
“counted in” by friendly election 
officials. 

The Democratic managers have 
instituted a contest of the Hughes 
plurality in New Hampshire, and 
both parties are threatening contests 
in a number of States in which the 
change of a few hundred votes 
would give a different result. 

If the result. should be deter- 
mined by only a handful of votes 
in the Electoral College, it is not 
improbable that the defeated party 
will seek to contest the election in 
Congress when the elettoral vetes 
are canvassed in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. If this should be done, 
it would be necessary to create an 
electoral commission, as in the case 
of the Hayes-Tilden contest. 


CALIFORNIA AND MINNESOTA. 


For more than twenty-four hours 
the interest of the nation has cen- 
tered in the counting of the ballots 
in California and Minnesota, which, 
with their twenty-five electoral 
votes, it soon became apparent, 
‘would come close to determining the 
result. 

Wilson developed a strong lead in 
the early returns from California. 
He had San Francisco, but had lost 
Los Angeles county by 25,000. Grad- 
ually his advantage was cut down 
to 5000, and then, with the receipt 
of figures from the rural districts, it 
slumped to 1500.

SHAKESPEARE’S WOES. 


English Dramatic Authority, William 


Poel, Criticises Actors’ Diction

liam Poel of London, at Cum- 
nock Hall, on “Shakespeare’s Verse 
and How to Read It.”

CAN REACH JAPAN. 


NEW APPARATUS INCREASES 
RECEIVING RANGE, 


Possible to Distinguish the Nip- 
pon Coast Station Messages at 
Night—Angeleno Graduates Now 
in Service at European Fronts 
and Elsewhere. 


Closer wireless communication 
than has ever been possible before 
has just been established between 
Los Angeles and the Japanese coast 
at the Y. M. C. A. wireless school 
through the installation of a new 
Audionoscillator and amplifier. The 
new apparatus which intensifies the 


wave intensity of wireless messages 
practically doubles the present re- 
ceiving range of the wireless set. 

At night it is now possible to dis- 
tinguish messages being sent from 
the Japanese coast station as well as 
from the wireless stations located 
along the Pacific Coast, in Hawail, 
in Panama and along the Atlantic 
Coast. The Y.M.C.A. school can 
reach such points as Arlington, Va., 
Sayville, L. L., Tuckerton, N. J., New 
Orleans, and other points in the East 
and South where wireless machines 
are transmitting or receiving mess- 
ages. .

The village is a model one from 
every standpoint. It is really one of 
the prettiest little spots on the gov- 
ernment reservation at this port, 
which includes hundreds of acres of 
land with a beautiful water front. | 

Hundreds of visitors come many

miles to see the interned German 
cruisers, but they went away more | 
interested in the little German vil- 
lage than they were in the ships. 

The little village, with its cozy 
little houses, its pretty lawns, yards 
and flowers, represents peace and 
happiness. The interned German 
| ships looked coarse and ugly. 

There are seventy-five houses in 
the little German village, which Hes | 
| just a few feet from the plier where | 
‘the interned cruisers are moored, | 
|'Bach of these houses was built by 
members of the crews of the two 
ships. 

They were constructed out of scrap 
lumber discarded by the United States 
-government and from boxes in which | 
goods were shipped to the German ' 
vessels. Each house is perfect in 
construction and is provided with 
two or three windows and a chim- 
ney, and is nicely painted. | 

The most striking proof of the 
thrift of the Germans is shown in 
the way they secured paint to give | 
the little houses in the village two 
| coats. The houses were built some 
time before they were painted. The! 
men had no paint nor money to 
buy it with. The United States gov- 
ernment had no paint to give away. 

Then an order came from the Ger- 
man Ambassador at Washington to 
have both the Kronprinzg Wilhelm 
and the Eltel Friedrich repainted. 
The crews of the two ships were put 
to work scraping the old paint from 
‘the sides and cabins of the ships. 
Instead of throwing these scrap- 
‘ings away, they preserved § them. 


Each color was kept separated, and 
when the ships were painted the men 
secured sufficient oll to dissolve the 
scrapings they had saved. The' 
result was that sufficient paint was 
secured in this way to paint the 
houses in the village,

THER ELECTION CONTESTS. 

When the decision of the people of the 
United States between Hughes and Wilson 
hung in the balance yesterday old-time polit- 
ical observers let their minds ‘go back to 
America’s classic quarrel—the Hayes-Tilden 
contest of 1876—as a result of which Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, Republican, was chosen 
President by an electoral commission on 
March 2, 1877, by only one electoral vote 
over Tilden. This is regarded as the hot- 
test fight of American politics. 

Samuel J. Tilden of New York was the 
Democratic candidate and the campaten en- 
gendered so much fll feeling that President 
Grant had to call on Gen. Sherman to be 
ready to repress lawlessness in the South.

The popular vote showed a majority for 
Tilden, but the Electoral College was tied. 
A Democratic House of Representatives de- 
manded an investigation and finally a com- 
mission of fifteen was agreed to, consisting 
of five members from each house. four as- 
sociate justices of the Supreme Court and 
a fifth justice selected by the four. The 
count of the ballots was completed March 
2 and Hayes was declared victor by one

UR LUMBER AND THE SHIPS TO 
OARRY fT. 

One of the factors that will make for an 

increase in the value of lots in Los Angeles 
improved with bungalows is an advance 
in the price of lumber. “Europe will need 
a billion dollars worth of lumber the first 
year after the war,” said-DBr. E. E. Pratt, 
chief of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce. There will be at the close of 
1916 an estimated deficit in the normal Pu- 
ropean lumber supplies of $400,000,000, out- 
side of the additiona! needs for lumber due 
to the actual destruction of the war. 
France, Belgium and Poland will need lum- 
ber to replace ruined buildings, railroads, 
bridges, etc. 
It has been estimated in Europe that at 
least $400,000,000 worth of lumber will be 
needed for this purpose. Add the $400,- 
000,000 deficit to the normal demand and 
a total of $800,000,000 worth of lumber over 
and above the usual demand of $580,000,000 
will have to be supplied to Europe by the 
lumber-producing countries. 

The bulk of this lumber must be supplied 
in part from the southern States and in 
part from Washirigton and Oregon. Most 
of the best pine in Sweden has been cut. 
Norway has not the facilities for getting 
out her lumber and Russia will not be ex- 
porting pine for many years. 

The advance in the price of lumber which 
these conditions will entall will not be 
checked on this Coast for lack of vessels to 
transport the Puget Sound lumber to the 
Atlantic Coast and Europe. _ It is only to 
be regretted that many of these vessels, 
even when American-built and American 
owned will not—uniess Congress shall 
amend the seaman’s law—be American reg- 
istered or carry the American flac.

Literary technique and puances of 
expression and various forms of literary 
grace have been developed to a point that 
cannot be appreciated by anyone not famfl- 
lar with the contents of the magazines of 
twenty and thirty years ago. There is but 
one novelist among those considered as the 
foremost in England or America who ts not 
putting his stories through the magazines 
and newspapers. 

The people who are complaining about 
the impoverished quality of contemporary 
fiction, and literature in genera!, simply do 
not. know of what they are talking. Not 
all of the current fiction is good-——and never 
was it at any time since men began to 
write——-but more of it is good at present 
than ever before.

POISON BOMsS IN WAR 
AND PEACE. 

(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES)

T WAS probably half hysteria 
and half lie which produced the 
horrifying report from Rumania, 

that Germany has taken to dropping 
bombs loaded with germs of infec 
tious diseases. So appalling, so re- 
vokting, is such a manifestation of 
even warlike hatred, that the mind 
of the civilized American refuses 
to believe it possible. 

But what if it were true, not of 
the Germans, so often accused of 
scientific atrocities, but of our- 
selves! What if it were’ demon- 
strated, beyond cavil, that we Amer 
icans, boasting our alert watchful- 
ness, Our pure philanthropy, our un- 
selfish love for mankind, above all 
our fraternal a.tection, are at this 
hour engaged in poisoning millions 
of innocent people—including those 
nearest and dearest to our hearts— 
by agencies precisely similar in ef- 


fect to those imputed to the diabol- 


ical ingenuity of modern warfare? 
What if this well nigh inconceivable 
crime, in all likelihood beyond rec- 
onciliation with the most virulent 
hatred that is rife in Europe’s the 
aters of war, were, in plain and lit- 
era] truth, habitual with us? 

Let the facts speak for them- 
selves. For some decades, by means 
of the public press, repeatedly 
dwelling on the certainty of infec- 
tion from the careless disposa) of 
poisonous wastes of the human. 
body, carrying disease germs, the 
residents of every large American 
center of population have been in- 
formed that, so surely as they shall 
fail to arrest, confine and destroy 
in absoiutely sanitary fashion, the 
toxic wastes of their bodies, so sure 
ly must their neighbors, and espe 
cially their intimates—relatives and 
domestic groups — be infected by 
such deadly disorders as tubercu- 
losis, pneumonia, diphtheria, ty- 
phoid, cholera and the now dread 
poliomyelitis, together with numer- 
ous lesser but often fata] ailments, 
like bronchitis and influenza. Let 
the resident of any city above 25,- 
000 population—and also those of 
hamlets and even 
isolated farms—honestly examine - 
memory and experience, and say 
whether this first clause of the in- 
dictment, alleging that knowledge 
of guilt which premises malice 
aforethought for the criminal act, is 
overdrawn. It is common knowl 
edge that human wastes—the filth 
of crowded communities—are the 
unquestioned source and breeding 
ground of most transmissible dis 
eases and of the wholly preventable 
causes of more than half of all 
deaths. 

And what of those individuals 
who bear the burden of direct re 
sponsibility for the transmission of 
all these communicable diseases? 
What of the tuberculous, who know 
their condition and who do not, at 
all times and under all conditions, 
observe such precautions in disposal 
of sputum as shall safeguard their 
own households? What of relatives, 
attendant.on typhoid patients, who 
neglect the meticulous care requisite 
to prevent communication of the 
disease’ What of milk supply 
sources; what of streams that have 
decimated communities? What of 
landlords, owners of countless, and 
yet unidentified “death houses” in 
which the tuberculous have died, 
afterwards rented unfumigated, 
even unpapered, to serve as Molochs 
for the doomed? Let each one face 
his accusing conscience. 

There may be urged one mitigat- 
ing circumstance in fact, but not in 
guilt. It is that science, during the 
past decade, has been engaged in 
proving the extremely low viability 
of many such disease germs, notably 
those of tuberculosis, under condil- 
tions of sunlight and fresh air. The 
certainty that consumption 
spread at large by particles of scat- 
ter sputum in the form of street 
dust has become much less assured, 
because experimentation has demon- 


strated that the bacillus is far less 


hardy under open air conditions 
than was previously supposed. But 
the certainty of infection from 
germs set free under conditions of 
shelter remains unimpugned. Infec- 
tion of parents, children, all the 
dear ones of the home, has been cor 
respondingly emphasized by these 
same experiments. Not only house 
and street infection, but water pol- 
lution is to be remedied by plain 
and rational cooperation in taking 
the obviously needed care which ts 
simplicity itself, but demands team 
work and an awakened sanitary 
conscience. It is fully demonstrated 
and thoroughly well known that the 
infantile paralysis scourge is due 
wholly to lack of adequate safe- 
guards against the spread of the 
waste products of the body contain- 
ing the specific germs of the disease. 

As a people, fully informed and 
wholly responsible,. do we not 
stand indicted for these poison- 
ings? As a people, what plea have 
we to offer except “Guilty.”
